The matter which consumptiv-
es cough or spit up contains these
germs in great numbers-—trequent-
ly millions are qlisvl\z\rgm-nl in a
single day.  This matter, spit upon
8 the floor, wall or elsewhere, dries
and is apt to become powdered and
float in the air as dust,  The dust
contains the germs, and thus they
enter the body with the air breath-
ed. This dust is especially likely to !
be dangerous within doors. The|
breath of a consumptive, except
when he is coughing or sneezing,
does not contain the germs and will
not produce the discase. A well
person catches the disease from a
consumptive only by in some way
taking in the matter coughed up
by the consumptive,
Consumption can often be cured
if its nature be recognized early and
if proper means be taken for its
